O rganization o f the P ost Office D epartm ent under 
the late act o f Congress. 


T he duties of the Department are divided, and dis­ 
tributed as follows, viz: 
C o n t r a c t O f f i c e . 
T o ibis office are assigned the duties of arranging the 
Connexions of the mails on all tho mail routes fixing in 
the United States, adjusting the speed of the mails, on 
the frequency of their trips, and 
the mode of convey­ 
ance, making out advertisements for mail service, receiv­ 
ing the bids, preparing them for the action of the Post­ 
master General, preparing forms of contracts, sending 
them out and seeing to their execution, examining and 
preparing lor decision all propositions for Changes in the 
mail service, fixing on the location of distributing post 
offices, directing the course of distribution, providing und 
sending out mail bags and mail locks and keys, and per- 
forming all acts appertaining to post roads which are nec­ 
essary Ui put the mails in motion, and regulate their con­ 
veyance speed, and connexion. 
This office is under the superentindance of S. R. 
H o b b ik , Esq. First A ssistant P ostm aster G eneral, 
to whom all proposals for mail service, and all letters re­ 
lating to the making or changing of contracts and sched­ 
ules ,°to mail bags, locks and keys, and every thing else 
having reference to the duties of the office, should be 
directed. 
A p p o i n t m e n t O f f i c e . 
T o this office are assigned all questions which relate 
to the establishment and discontinuance of post offices, 
changes, of site and names, appointment and removal 
of postmasters, as also the giving of instructions to post­ 
masters, furnishing them with blanks, and tlie perform­ 
ance of all other acts necessary to prepare post offices 
for reception and proper management and distribution 
of the mails. 
This office is under the superintendence o f R o b e r t 
J o h n s t o n , Esq , 
Second A ssistan t 
Postmaster 
G eneral, lo whom all 
letters relative to the subjects 
mentioned above, and all complaints against postmasters, 
should he directed. 
I n s p e c t i o n O f f i c e . 
T o this office is assigned the duty of seeing that all 
postmasters at the beginning and ends of routes, and such 
others as may be directed by the Postmaster General, 
keep and return registers of the arrival and departure of 
the mails, according to law; of examining said reg­ 
isters, rioting all delinquencies of contractors, and pre­ 
paring them for the action of the Postmaster General; 
receiving and preparing for decision all special com­ 
plaints against contractors; of seeing that all postmasters 
render their quarterly accounts according to law and the 
instructions of the Department, promptly reporting all 
delinquents to the Appointment Office, and 
doing all 
other things which may be necessary to secure a faithful 
and exact performance of their contract service on the 
part of contractors, and the prompt rendition of post­ 
masters’ quarterly accounts. 
This office is under the superintendence of D a n i e l 
C o i . e m a n , Esq., T hird A ssistant Postm aster G en­ 
e ra l , to whom all mail registers, all letters complaining 
1 of or reporting contractors, and all quarterly accounts 
of postmasters, should he directed. 
P o s t m a s t e r 
G e n e r a l . 
In addition to the general superintendence of these 
offices, the Postmaster General reserves to himself the 
special superintendence of the buisness connected with 
mail depredations; the payment by postmasters of the 
balances duo from them; the bank accounts of tho D e­ 
partment; the opening of dead letters and the 
dispo­ 
sition of the valuables found in them, and every oLher 
matter having relation to the administration of the D e­ 
partment not committed to his three Assistants. 
All letters relative to losses in the mail, or mail dep­ 
redations; all letters from postmasters enclosing certifi­ 
cates of t.eposile; all letters of banks having reference 
to their accounts, and all other letters rn relation to any 
matter or thing appertaining to the Department, which 
is not assigned by law to the Auditor, or by regulation 
to one of the 
Assistants, should 
be addressed to 
the 
Postmaster General. 
A u d i t o r ’s O f f i c e . 
T he late law established tho office of **A u d ito r o f 
the T re a s u ry , fo r the 
P ost Office D ep a rtm e n t.” 
T o this offict#, 
the law assigns the duty of settling all 
accounts of the Post Office Department, whether of 
postmasters, contractors, or others, 
C h a r l e s K, G a r d n e r , Esq. is the Auditor, and 
all accounts against or 
with the Post Office Depart­ 
ment, (other than postmasters’ quarterly accounts,) all 
letters in relation lo accounts, alt letters inclosing the 
receipts of contractors, all letters returning drafts on 
postmasters, and all other letters making claims or ex­ 
planatory of accounts, should be addressed to him.
